When the Milk Distributors’ As- 
sociation met yesterday afternoon it

T. M. Brice of the Milk. Producers 
Association that on and after July 1 
milk will cost the distributor 60 
cents per 100 pounds more than at 
present. The cost will be $5.20 per 
100 pounds. 

Representatives of the distributors 
were present from Riverside and 
Orange counties, in addition to Santa 
Monica and this city, and a thorough 
discussion of the matter took place.
